Alone with the Dying. 


It would be difficult to find within the 


whole range of fiction a more affecting in- 
cident than is contained in the following 
extract from a letter, written by a British 
seaman to his wile. It was his lirst service 
as a soldier, he having been ser.t on shore 
wrih a boat's crew of marines to silence a 
fort and take some guns:

I took 
steady aim and fired at my man, at about 
sixty yards. He fell like a stone. 


At the same time'i broadside from the

how.' I felt as though I must go up to him 
and see whether he was dead or alive.

lay quite still, : and I was more afraid of 
him than when he stood facing me a few 
minutes before. It is a strange feeling to 
come over you all at once thai you have 
killed a man. 
He hod unbuttoned his 


jacket, and was pressing his hand over the 
Iront of his chest, where the vound was. 
He breathed hard, and the blood poured 
from the wound, aa also from his mouth, 
every breath he took. 
His face was as 


white as death, and his eyes looked bij? 
and bright as he turned them and stared 
at me.' ''i shall never forget it. He was a 
fine young fellow, not more than five and 
twenty. I'went down on my knees beside 
him', and my breast felt so full as though 
my own heart, would bur«t. He had a real 


around him, previous to bis'l««'ving them, 
perhaps forever, to be nn in nun of: the 
Keluge. . M»ny wept while th«y «hoek bit 
band. I took him by the hand and »of«d 
on, then, turning lound, uked tloud one* 
more if there wai not one boy th*ti*0uM 
be kind enough to become his surety, ,»J&4 
explained the nature of such reijuireowat, 
when up came a boy 'kb'oiit. mni yVatji old, 
with tears trickling down his nohle'teiturei. 
His heart was too lull to speak,: but he 
gave me his little hand, and jiiit'the other 
in the hand of the culprits paid he had no- 
thing, but he would Hatch him and "go 
home with him, come with him and play 
with him—nay, 1 might take 1dm iriitead 
of the other, if he was not a better boy af- 
ter awhile, "mil don't'take hint to. jail." 
I accepted that security; shook hands upon 
it. 
I see them every few flays j their hearts 


are blended together j the .little fellow 
comes regularly lo school; is often affected 
to tears when I talk to him. He is a sated 
trophy'of the Juvenile Law.—Boch. fuv.
